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STUDENT BODY ORGANIZATIONS 


Constitution for the Astoria High 
School Student Body 


PREAMBLE 


We, the students of the Astoria High 
School, in order to provide an organi- 
zation for the settlement of certain 
matters of general concern, do ordain 
and es‘ablish the following constitu- 
tion and by-laws. 


CONSTITUTION 
Article I 
NAME 
Section I. 


The name of the association of stu- 
dents under this constitution shall be 
the “Student Body of the Astoria High 
School.” 


Section II, 


Any student of the Astoria High 
School is eligible to be a member of 
this organization, provided he pays a 
yearly uniform tax. 


Section IIT. 


Meetings of this organization shall 
be held whenever the President, with 
the consent of the principal, deems it 
necessary; by direct action of the prin- 
cipal; or by the initiative. 


Section IV. 
By the initiative—the signatures of 


at least 5% of the legal members of 
the association shall be necessary. 
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Article IT 
OFFICERS 
Section I. 

The officers of this association shall 
be: President, three Vice-Presidents, 
Secretary, Treasurer, and Athletic 
Manager. The President, Secretary, 
and one Vice-President shall be _ at 
least fifth termers when elected. One 
Vice-President shall be chosen from 
each of the Junior and Sophomore 
classes. The treasurer shall upon as- 
suming office have completed two se- 
mesters of bookkeeping. 


Section II. 


The President shall preside at all 
meetings of this association and shall 
of all bills in writing and sign all 
warrants for the disbursement of 
funds, and shall perform the _ usual 
duties pertaining to that office. 
Section III. 

The Vice-Presidents in the absence 
of the President shall assume _ the 
duties of the President in the follow- 
ing order: Senior, Junior, and Sopho- 
more. 


Section IV. 


Seretary shall keep the minutes of 
all meetings of the Student Body As- 
sociation and of the student council 
and shall perform such other duties 
as are usually incumbent upon such 
offices. He shall file all records with 
the Principal of the High School at the 
close of the school year. 


Section V. 


He, the Treasurer shall properly re- 
port all money received to the faculty 
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treasurer. He shall present all bills 
against the association to the council 
at its regular monthly meetings and 
upon the approval of the council and 
the Principal, he shall draw checks on 
the funds of the association, pay for 
the same, which checks shall be re- 
ported to the faculty treasurer’ for 
counter signature. He shall make a 
monthly report in writing to the stu- 
dent council and to the Principal con- 
cerning the condition of the treasury. 


Section VI. 


The executive council of this asso- 
ciation shall consist of the President, 
the Vice-Presidents, Secretary, Treas- 
urer, and Athletic Manager. 


Section VII. 


Superintendent of the city schools as 
well as the Principal of the High 
School shall automatically become an 
ex-officio member of the student 
council, 


Section VIII. 


For the proper administration of the 
financial business of the association, 
the student council shall maintain a 
general fund and such other funds as 
the council shall from time to time 
create. Money received from the vari- 
ous activities shall be placed in a fund 
for the activities. 


Section IX. 


The coach shall together with the 
athletic manager have charge of all 
business affairs for such events. Fol- 
lowing any game the coach shall file 
a report of all receipts, disbursements, 
total proceeds and deficits of such 
games. 
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Section NX. 

Supplies. All supplies for the asso- 
ciation shall be bought by requisition. 
Requisition blanks shall be issued by 
the President of the Student Body as- 
sociation and signed by the Principal 
or his representative. These requisi- 
tions shall give the date of issuance, 
the person to whom delivered, and the 
complete description of the article to 
be purchased. 


Section XI. 
All requisitions for supplies amount- 


ing to more than ten dollars, must 
have the approval of the council. 


Section XII. 
This association shall not assume 


responsibility for any supplies bough? 
without proper requisitions. 


Article II1 
ELECTIONS 


1. The President, first WVice-Presi- 
dent, second Vice-President, Secretary, 
Treasurer, Student Athletic Manager, 
Assistant Athletic Manager, Editor and 
Business Manager, of the Zephyrus, 
Editor-in-chief, Business manager, Ad- 
vertising manager of the Astor Pos:; 
shall be elected by ballot on the most 
convenient Friday in May each year, 
and shall take their respective offices 
at the following student body meet- 
ing; and shall continue to hold their 
offices through the following year 
with the exception of the lEditor-in- 
chief of the Astor Post who shall hold 
his office for one term only. 

The first Vice-President must be a 
Senior in the term following his elec- 
tion, the second Vice-President must 
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be a senior in the term following his 
election. The Athletic Manager must 
have been Assistant Athletic Manager 
previous to his election. 

The third Vice-President shall be 
elected at the same time as the yell 
leaders are elected, at the first Student 
30dy meeting in September. 


2. All elections must be conducted 


by the following rules: 


(1) The voting shall be held in each 
roll, room, presided over by each 
roll room teacher. 


(2) There shall be at all times, one 
Inspector, one ballot distributor 
and one clerk, all appointed. 


(3) The ballot distributor shall give 
the ballots to the roll room 
teacher, who shall in turn give 
one ballot to each voter. Bal- 
lots shall not be received from 
any other source. 


(4) No electioneering or soliciting of 
votes shall be permitted on elec- 
tion day. 

(5) The clerk shall keep an official 
pool book, which must be certi- 
fied by the Principal of the High 
School. 


(6) No one shall be allowed to vote 
unless his or her name appears 
on the certified list, or unless a 
certificate of registration is ob- 
tained from the Principal, no one 
shall be allowed to vote unless 
the Treasurer's books show that 
all of his taxes are paid up to 
the day of election. A certified 
list shall be placed in the pos- 
session of each teacher. 

(7) The ballots shall be counted by 
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the election officers immedia*ely 
after the close of the polls. and 
results of the election shall be 
posted on the bulletin board as 
soon as the counting is over. 

(8) Officers of this association shall 
be nominated at a meeting held 
at least one week before the 
election day of each year. 

(9) The form of the ticket shall be 
that used in election by the Aus- 
tralian Ballot System. 

(10) The officers of this association 
must receive a plurality of votes. 


Article IV 
VACANCIES 
Section TI. 
Should any vacancies occur in any 
office of this association, the same 
shall be filled by election. 


Section IT. 


Should three or more vacancies occur 
in the executive committee, such va- 
eancies shall be filled by regular elec- 
tion as provided in this constitution. 
Ar ‘iele ITI. 


Article V 
AMENDMENTS 
Section I. 


Amendments to this constitution may 
be proposed in writing at any meeting 
when they shall be read for the first 
time; at a meeting held not sooner 
than one week thereafter, they shall 
be read a second time and voted on. A 
two-thirds vote of the members pres- 
ent shall be necessary for adoption. 
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Ar.vicle VI 
MISCELLANEOUS 
Section I. 


Any act of any officer, committee 
or organization existing under this 
constitution may be called or amended 
by two-thirds majority vote of the 
members present at any regular meet- 
ing of the association. 


Article VII 
OFFICERS DUTIES 
Section I. 


It shall be duty of the executive 
committee to audit the accounts of all 
ihe officers of the association, to re- 
quire all officers to comply with the 
provisions of this constitution, to ap- 
prove all expenditures of money; to 
take charge of all elections and enter- 
tainments; and in general to consider 
the welfare of the students and of the 
High School; and to bring all questions 
before the Student Body when it shall 
seem necessary. 


BY-LAWS 
Article I 
Section I. 


Robert’s Rules of Order shall gov- 
ern this association in all cases where 
they are appliable, in which they are 
not inconsistent with the constitution 
or by-laws of this constitution. 


Section IT. 


The order of business shall be left 
to the discretion of the president.

Article II 
Section I. 

A yearly tax of one dollar ($1.00), 
fifty cents (50c) of which will entitle 
member to Astor Post. Fifty cents 
(50c) must be paid by all members who 
wish to belong to this association. 


Section II. 


All students failing to pay the an- 
nual student body tax shall be de- 
prived of the right to hold office, vote, 
or any way represent this association. 


Article III 
Section I. 

On the third Friday in May, a Stu- 
dent Body meeting shall be held, at 
which the newly elected President 
shall preside. 


Section II. 


A notice will be posted at least one 
week prior to the first assembly, the 
third Friday of the first month an- 
nouncing yell leader tryouts. 


Article IV 
Section I. 

For violation of Article III, Section 
V. of the constitution of this associa- 
tion, by a candidate, his name shall 
be struck from the ballot, and his 
privilege to vote at the present elec- 
tion, annuled.. 


Section II. 


For violation of Article III, Sections, 
by a student, not on the ballot the said 
shall forfeit all claims to student body 
membership for a period of one month 
from the time of the violation. 
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Section III. 


The executive committee shall ren- 
der decision on all such violations. 


Article V 
Seetion I. 
Each room shall have a live wire 
selected from same. 


(a) The manner of selection shall be 
left to the discretion of the 
teacher. 


Section II. 


The duties of the said Live Wire 
shall be: 


(a) To collect the annual tax under 
the supervision of the Student 
Body Treasurer. 

(b) To collect the Zephyrus_ funds, 
under the supervision of the 
Business Manager. 


(c) To handle the sale, in his room, 
of all tickets pertaining to stu- 
dent activities. In these he is 
subject to criticism of the Man- 
agers and heads of such. 

Article VI 
Section I. 

Athletic letters or emblems shall be 

awarded on the following basis: 

(a) A game shall include any regu- 
lar scheduled inter-scholastic 
contest. 

(b) All students who play in one- 
half of all the football games. 

(c) All students who play in one-half 
of all the basketball games. 

(ad) All parts of quarters or halves 
shall be counted as halves or 
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quarters. 

(e) Baseball—Students must play 
three innings in at least one-half 
of all games played during the 
season. 

(f) Track—Students receiving one 
first place in any scheduled dual 
meet or one point in a county 
meet or a total of seven points 
in a season. 


(g) Manager of first team receives a 
letter. 

(n) To a yell leader who shall be 
present at all first team home 
games for each sport, unless ab- 
sence is due to sickness or other 
unavoidable cause. 


(i) The managers of first team shall 
make out a list of all men eligi- 
ble for letters on the above basis 
and hand it to the coach of the 
team. After he has approved it 
the Student Body President 
awards the letters. 


(j) A gold pin “A” shall be awarded 
to all debaters competing in at 
least one debate. For a debater 
who has already earned a pin 
there shall be awarded (with) a 
bar for each other year. 

(k) Special letters or pins of any 
kind shall be awarded only on 
unanimous recommendation of 
the executive committee. 


Section II. 

(a) The athletic letters or emblems 
for football shall be block style 
letters; eight by six inhes. 8’x6”, 
Gold on Purple background.

STUDENT COUNCIL 


Astoria High School has a system of 
cooperative student government in 
which the student body, acting through 
the Student Council, exercises control 
over the various activities of the 
school. 


Through the student body constitu- 
tion the Student Council has’ been 
given the following powers: to fill all 
vacancies in office; to audit and super- 
vise all appropriations of student body 
funds; to control all elections; and to 
handle any activity which does. not 
abide by certain understood laws, and 
which is not under the direct supervi- 
sion of the principal. 

The Student Council is made up of 
the president of the student body, who 
is also presiding officer over the 
council; the three vice-presidents, or 
better known as the Sophomore, Jun- 
ior, and Senior representatives; secre- 
tary of the student body; treasurer of 
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tle student body: and the student ath- 
letic manager; and two. ex-officio 
members, Principal J. W. Branstator, 
und the city superintendent, A. :

SCHOOL FINANCES 


Money from all organizations in the 
Astoria High School are deposited 
through the office. Two sets of books 
are kept, one by the Commercial De- 
partment, one by the treasurer of the 
student body, and both are supervised 
by the head of the Commercial Depart- 
ment. While a separate account is 
kept of the deposit of all the money 
by each organization. Books are open 
at all times for inspection. The stu- 
dent body funds are expended only by 
action of the Student Council , and 
then only by checks made out by the 
student body treasurer and signed by 
the principal. Financial statements 
are posted about the middle of each 
month in a conspicuous place for the 
examination of the students.

SCHOOL REGULATIONS 
ACTIVITY PERIOD 


The eighth period from 2:15 to 2:45 
is an activity period. On Friday morn- 
ings at 8:45, the regular weekly as- 
sembly will be held, and on these days 
the periods are advanced thirty min- 
utes to drop the eighth or activity 
period. Special assemblies, pep rallies, 
student body meetings, classes, and 
various organizations of the _ school, 
will hold their meetings and activities 
during the eighth period. Arrange- 
ments for all such meetings must be 
made through the office. 


SCHOOL PROPERTY 


This is your school building, and you 
should therefore ecare for it in the 
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same manner as your own property. 
Care of school property on the part of 
the students shows an appreciation for 
what has been provided. We are not 
in the position to request the school 
district for additional equipment un- 
less we show ability and the desire to 
take proper care of what we already 
have. 


CLEARING THE BUILDING 


Students should be out of the school 
building by 4 o’clock, unless they are 
staying under the supervision of some 
teacher. 


STUDY HALL REGULATIONS 


Students leaving a study hall for 
another room or the office, must sign 
up on the study hall slip which is pro- 
vided by the teachers in each room. 
Not more than one boy and one girl is 
permitted to leave the room at one 
time, everyone being required to re- 
turn within a three minute period if 
not especially excused for a longer 
time. Students should not converse 
with each other except when granted 
permission by the teacher in charge. 
When such permission has been grant- 
ed, the pupil should communicate only 
for a reasonable time. 


TARDINESS 


Students who arrive at school after 
8:40 in the morning or 12:15 in the aft- 
ernoon ,are required to report directly 
to the office. The office will issue a 
tardy blank which will serve as a pags 
to enter class. 


EXCUSES 

Students wishing to be excused from 
any or all classes afier reaching the 
building must secure an excuse blank 
at the office and have it filled out by 
all of the teachers on your regular 
schedule. After the roll-room teacher 
and the principal, Mr. Branstator have 
also signed the blank, i: must be re- 
turned to the office where it is kept 
for reference. Admittance slips are 
also required when a student is late to 
one of his classes, these can also be 
secured at the principal's office. 


SCHOOL TELEPHONE 


The office telephone is to be used 
for business purposes only. Students 
will not be called from classes. to 
answer calls except in case of emer- 
geney. Students wishing to put in 
ealls.will get permission from the of- 
fice Secre‘ary. 


NON-RESIDENTS 

Non-residents, that is pupils whose 
paren‘s live outside of the Astoria 
school distric*, are allowed to go to 
the Astoria high school if there is no 
aecredited high sehonol in their district. 
In this case the school district from 
which the student comes pays the tui- 
tion. if a student lives within a dis- 
trict where there is an accredi'ed high 
schvol but insists on coming to the 
Astoria high school, then he must pay 
tuition. Students over twenty-one years 
of aze must also be required to pay 
tuition.

ROLL ROOMS 


Roll rooms are open at 8:15 in the 
morning and remain open throughout 
the noon period.

STUDENT CONDUCT 


It has come to be a recognized fact 
that all students with the Astoria High 
School spirit, conduct themselves like 
ladies and gentlemen not only in school 
but everywhere and on all occasions. 

When in school the following regula- 
tions should be observed: 

1. Do not run in the halls. 

2. Do not whistle or shout in the halls. 

3 oer all refuse and paper off of the 
oor. 
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4. Do not scratch the desks and lock- 
ers. 

5. Be careful of ink. Keep it off the 
tloors and desks. 

6. Let every student try to preserve 
the building in the same condition 
in which it was at the beginning of 
the year. 


HALLS 


During the periods between 8:30 and 
8:45 o’clock, and 12:15 and 12:20 o’clock, 
the halls are to be kept clear. Stu- 
dents who come to the building during 
these periods are requested to report 
directly to the roll rooms. In passing 
through the halls and up and down the 
stairways between classes, students 
are requested to keep to the right and 
keep moving. 


ABSENCE 


A student who is absent from school, 
must, on his return bring a written 
excuse from his parents stating the 
reason for the absence. If a regular 
excuse is not presented he will be re- 
quired to secure a temporary excuse 
from the office before he will be ad- 
mitted to his classes. Personal sick- 
ness, sickness in the family, or absence 
from town are the only reasons for a 
satisfactory excuse. Absence for any 
other excuse will be considered un- 
excused. 

In case of unexcused absence, the 
student will receive zero in the days 
recitation in all subjects missed. No 
opportunity will be given for making 
up of such work. 

Students absent from school three 
days or more are automaically dropped, 
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and must be reinstated before being 
wudmitted to classes. 


STUDENT EMPLOYMENT 
Many students in the High School 
are partially self-supporting. Students 
are able to secure employment of dif- 
ferent types by leaving their names 
with Mr. Branstator in the office.

LIBRARY RULES 
Hours 
Open from 8:30 a. m. to 3:00 p. m. 
every school day. 
Borrowing Books 


Books may be borrowed from. the 
High School Library without a library 
ecard. Books are to be taken to the 
desk with the student’s name signed on 
the book card. The date due will be 
stamped by the Librarian. 

Take no book from the library with- 
out signing your name on the book and 
having the date due stamped. 

Books issued for 14 days may be bor- 
rowed or returned any time on or be- 
fore the date due, which is always the 
last day stamped on the back of the 
_book. 

Overnight books are due the follow- 
‘ing morning, not later than. 8:45. A 
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fine of ten cents is charged for over- 
night books per day. 

A fine of two cents a day is charged 
for 14-day books. 


Library Permits 


Any student wishing to use the Li- 
brary during study periods must sign 
out from the study hall for the library. 
At the end of the period he must re- 
turn a library slip signed and dated to 
the study hall teacher. 

Students are due at the library 
promptly at the begnning of the period 
and must remain until bell at the end 
of period. 

Before and after the school session 
students do not need library slips. 

Cooperation Among Students 

Return books promptly so as to de- 
prive no one else of their use. Pay- 
ment of fines does not compensate for 
the loss of the use of the book. 

Everyone is expected to read or study 
silently in the library and to allow his 
neighbor to do the same.
